The qtine/al order of development jijells you how fast 
children grow.* But it is importarit to remember th(it^ all 
children grow at**th6ir own rate.. If you "find a thirteen- 
(nonth-oUl baby who still cannot stand up without help, it does" 
not have to mean that there' is something wrong with the child.5& 
You v^7L.ll find some ^children' who will grow faste<r and some who 
will grow slower ^than the list says they should. Of course, 
if you f.ind a throe-year-old ichild who still cannot hold thj(;igs 
in his hands (which he should ■ be able to do at six maaths) , you 
might -want to suggest that he be checked out by. a doctor.

HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT 

. There are two other 'important things that influence the way 
a child develops. HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT play an important 
part in the child's growth. 

HEREDITY has to do with what a chiXd is born ^.ith. Heredity 
has to do with things like how tali the child will be, what 
color his 6yes or hair is what ^Ype of bfood he has, whether 
the child has big bo'Ties or small bones, whether the child is 
male "or female. These are things a. cl^il/ gets directly fro^ 
its parent^. These are things the child is borni with. These 
are things that usually cannot be changed. 

ENVIRONMENT has to do with the world the child groWs up in. 
Environmeht has to do with the type of neighborhood, the type 
of house, the type of room a child grows up in. Environment 
is everything. the child sees in the world as he grows up. 
Environment also means the way a child sees the world he 
lives in. It meanstwhat his world looks like to him and how 
he feels about it.

Toilet gaining is a ver^ important lesson t^at a qhild 
learns during this part of his life. There are usually 
four steps, to toilet training: 

^ ^ 1. First the child learns that the grown-ups around 
him think that using diapers is dirty and messy. 

• 2. Then the child learns that the toile;t (or the potty) 
is the place where the grown-ups want him to go" to

When a babyJis very young, h0 does not undeirstand that spme 
things he,.jioes will cause bthe^ things to happen . For example, 
if a baby pushes a toy out of his crib^nd/it falls to the 
floor, the baby does not, knbw where the toy hk& ^one. He doe^s 
not understand that he made th^ toy go away by pushing it out ^ 
of his »c'rib. On the^ther hand, if someone comes along and 
picks the toy up and puts it back in the cril), the baby will 
not understand that he'had nothing to do with making the toy 
come back. He cannot tell the difference between what he makes 
happen and what he does not make happen. 

As the baby develops a sense of identity , "he will learn to tell 
the difference betweef^^^^things that he caused to happen and 
things that he did not cause to happen.

Boys dress differently than girls, and some words - are bad 
and some good. The culture that the child grows up i)t degide

But just because two children grow up in the sake country 
doesn't mean they will grow up in the^same culture. In the 
United States there are many c^ifferent cultures. AC^rld, 
will learn different rules if he grows lip on a farm than if 
he grows up in a city. A child who grows up in the west will 
learn different rules than a child who grows up in the east. 
The rules they leiirn will grobably* i^ot be so different that 
they would not be able to get along .if they met each other, 
but they would probably be able to tell that they did not , 
grow up in the same part of the country. ?

Religidlis and ethnic backgrounds also make a big differenced in 

culture^ A cl:iild who is an Italian Catholic will probably have 

learned "to talk and act differently than a child who comes from 

a German Protestant ^.b^^dkground. 

Culture is an important part of socialization. How a' child 
l4^rns ho talk, act, and dress depends on what part of. the 
coii^try he is from ^ where his parents are from., and what race 
and\religion he is.. No c5ne culture is better than any other 
culture. But it- is important to understand childt^n from dif- . 
ferent cultures are taught to behave in difj^erent ways.

LANGUAGE ANP PLAY 

Language and Play are two very important parts of a child's 
socialization. You need to know about both language and play. 
Language is itr^portant because in order to get along with other 
people, a child has .;to learn how to talk. Play is important 
because that's whaL a child does most during the early yeafs 
of his life., A child learns by playing. A child needs to 
play. ^ / ^ '

There are four^3).nds of pl^y . The type c5f play that a child 
does most usually depends oh how old the child is.. 

The first type of play is when the child plays alone. This 
is called SOLITARY PLAyI Even if there are other children in 
the room, the child usually doesn't pay attention to. them. He 
wants 'to play by himself with his own t^ye . He doesn't need . 
other people to make his play more fun. Children usually play 
mostly alone until they are about two years old. 

The second type of play' is called PARALLEL PLAY, . This is when 
two or more children play near each other but each child plays 
with his owri toys» The child likes having other children near 
him, but he doesn't want to play with them yet. 

The third type of play is AS-SCCIATTVE PLAY. Associative play 
is like parellal play. Two or. more children play near each 
other, but they each use_;thejsar«r;-k^ 

talk ±o each other' abput what they ate doing. You can tell they 
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ACTIVITY 12 (cont.) 

like having each o^her* around. PARALLEL PLAY and ASSOCIATIVE 
PLAY usually start after the child is two years old. "X. 

The fourth type of play is, called COOPERATIVE PLAY. This 
means that the child likes to play with other children. He 
needs dther children to play the games he wants to play. 
Several children plo^ying "House"<is a good Qxample of coopera- 
tive play. Children usually start cooperative play When they 
aire about 3H - 4 years old. . 



When you observe children, you wilL probably see all four of 
these types of play. Just remember that in general, coopera- 
tive play is more advancQd than associative play. Associative 
play IS more advanced than parallel play. And parallel play 

is nujfe advanced than solitary play. 



LANGUAGE is an imE:)ortant part of socialization-. In order t6 
get along with other people a child needs to coitununicate with 
them, and language, is the best way a child has of cbminunrca- 
ting with other people. ' •

Heire is a ^short description, of the way a child learn? to^ talk: 
Age 1 --^a baby imitates the sound he hears' around him. He
